(d) To return to active status, a license holder on inactive
status must:
(1) file with the board a written notice requesting
reinstatement to active status;
(2) pay the fee for the annual renewal of the license
[and-the fee increase reguired by Section 10061206 ; and
(3) provide evidence satisfactory to the board that
the person has complied with the continuing education requirements
adopted by the board.
SECTION 10. Section 1101.154(a), Occupations Code, 1is
amended to read as follows:

collection of those surcharges, additional fees, additional
charges, fee increases, taxes, and late fees.

SECTION 13. This Act takes effect September 1, 2015.
